In this connection, the town of

Recurring floods in its low-lying 
business and residential sec­ 
tions have caused millions in 
damage. From the standpoint of 
money alone, it could well be 
cheaper to move everything in 
the flood plain to higher ground, 
at government expense, than for 
the government and the tax­ 
payers to continue to pay for 
losses or build flood control 
fa cilities 
running 
into the 
millions. 
The late Editor, Jack Blanton, 
once suggested that the City of 
Paris, 
with government aid, 
take over all flood plain areas 
along Payne Branch through the 
center of town, and that along 
Middle Fork, and convert it into 
a municipal park. We didn’t do 
it, largely because of lack of the 
money it would have taken. As a 
result we’ve seen a historyic 
wooden covered bridge and 15 or 
20 homes be lost or damaged by 
floods. It might have been more 
economical if we had adopted 
his plan, and it would certainly 
have added to the attractiveness 
of our town.

He carved out for himself a 
beat at which the threads of mass 
interest intersected: Broadway, 
Hollywood, Gangland, G-men, 
spies, night club “souse-iety” 
and the emotional fever zones of 
national politics - FDR, anti- 
Hitlerism, anti-communism. 
With a dot, dot, dot to separate 
subjects, he would dash from 
international 
cataclusms 
to 
trivial gossip; 
he knew that 
there were millions out there 
who really wanted to know that 
Mr. and Mrs. so-and-so were 
“infanticipating.”

To this beat he brought a new 
style, a staccato delivery, yet a 
voice so artistically honed as to 
be able instantly to shift into a 
mellow, one-on-one intimacy. 
To fit his frantic pace, he 


coined 
new 
words: 
“ debutram p,” 
“ p laybore,” 
“swelegant,” 
“Chicagorilla.” 
And he created an image he 
never tired of playing - the 
brash, shirt-sleeved, cigarette- 
drooping, 
hat-pushed 
back, 
Front Page newshark, pounding 
a telegraph key, racing the 
clock. 
When things got dull at the 
Stork Club around 4 a.m., he 
would prowl the streets in his 
car, tracking the calls on his 
special police radio. The echo of 
the siren was in his phrases. 
Above all, he gave daily answers 
to the big question -- “What’s 
going to happen tomorrow?” - 
which moved 
his generation 
much as ours turns on “What 
went wrong yesterday?” 
Winchell and his era are put in 
focus 
by 
a 
fascinating 
in­ 
troduction to the book written by 
the noted newsman and per­ 
sonality, Ernest Cuneo. Win- 
chell’s 
street-educated 
mind, 
Cuneo says, was narrow but 
almost preternaturally incisive. 
On a chance encounter with 
the British ambassador in the 
days before Munich, WW asked: 
“What is Great Britain going to 
do about Hitler?” 
“We shall try to fatten the 
tiger 
without 
strengthening 
him,” was the reply. 
Winchell snorted: “I’ve seen 
som e big tigers and some little 
tigers, but I‘ve never seen a fat 
one.” His next column capsuled 
the coming world tragedy in two 
Winchellian sentences: “Britain 
will marry Hitler in the falll. 
The marriage will blow up in a 
world war.” 
In his heyday, Winchell is said 
to have reached 9 out of 10 
Americans by radio and to have 
had 50 million readers for his 
daily columns. His ego exceeded 
even his circulation. 
I was once imprisoned in a 
taxicab for 45 minutes with the 
great man; by the time we got 
out, I was almost asphyxiated 
from the nonstop litany of his 
triumphs over perfidious foes, 
his betrayals at the hands of 
ingrates, 
his 
prodigious 
benefactions to mankind. 


For all the sharpness of his 
instincts, Winchell was content 
stay on the surface of events. 
“He was not interested in the 
story, only the headline,” Cuneo 
says. 
My mentor, Drew Pearson, 
was Walter Winchell’s great 
rival for top dogdom in the 
radio-newspaper whirl. Pear­ 
son, though a fierce competitor 
tor the headline, was committed 
to the issue behind it. For him, the 
headline was just a skirmish in 
the unending battle of what he 
saw as the good cause against 
the bad. 
For years, the two maintained 
friendly relations, watched each 
other like respectful hawks and 
often collaborated, or as Win­ 
chell said, “patty-caked” with 
one another. 
When, in the late 1940s and 
early ’50s, Pearson took on the 
whole snake pit of Red-hunting 
demagogues, 
the time cam e 
when McCarthy and his allies 
ganged up in retribution, pushed 
Pearson 
off 
the 
radio 
and 
threatened to destroy him. 
Drew 
called Winchell and 
asked him to join the battle 
while there was still time. But 
the headlines were coming from 
the other side then. Winchell 
refused 
and 
ran 
with 
the 
McCarthyites until their string 
ran out. 
Cuneo, who was close to both, 
compares 
them 
in 
an 
apt 
metaphor: 
Winchell 
was 
a 
racehorse; Pearson was a war 
horse. But taking Winchell as he 
was, what a race horse! 
“ W i n c h e l l 
E x c l u s i v e ’’ 
recaptures the flavor of a time 
gone by, a time of preposterous 
sp ectacles, 
sizzling 
feuds, 
ignoble 
follies 
and 
noble 
struggles. 
Walter Winchell played a part 
in the lives, and remains in the 
memories, of most of us past 40. 
And 
there 
were 
occasional 
moments, as on the issues of 
world 
fascism 
and national 
rearmament, 
when 
he 
rose 
above the gossip and the ego, 
and shone as a beacon for “Mr. 
and Mrs. America ... and all the 
sh ip satsea.” 


Now It’s Legal: 
Big 
corporations 
swiftly 
organizing 
political 
action 
committees to compete with 
labor’s COPE 


WASHINGTON — In ancient 
times 
during 
the 
reign 
of 
Franklin 
Delano 
Roosevelt, 
there sat at the side of the ruler 
in an office which was oval, a 
man of humble labor origin by 
name of Sidney Hillman. So 
powerful 
did 
this 
adviser 
become that the old and ailing 
President 
let 
it 
be 
known 
throughout the realm that many 
vital 
political matters 
came 
under the fiat: “Clear it with 
Sidney.” 
Hillman’s power was not that 
of a Merlin. Hillman’s magic 
was turning CIO’s labor power 
and money into votes. Throug h 
the original 
Political Action 
Committee 
(PAC) 
and 
the 
Citizens’s PAC (CPAC). And 
long after both men passed 
away PAC became COPE and 
made and unmade American 
sovereigns. 
And not until this past Nov. 18, 
just over three decades later, 
did American industry attempt 
to compete openly with the full 
overt force of its interlocked 
c o r p o r a t e 
s t r e n g t h , 
stockholders and employes. 
That was the day the new 
Federal Election Commission 
(FEC) authorized the Sun Oil 
Co. to launch its own political 
action 
committee. 
Thereby 
precedent 
was 
set 
for 
all 
commerce and industry to use 
corporate 
funds 
in 
political 
campaigns; 
to set up PACs of 
corporate officers and to use a 
payroll 
checkoff 
system 
of 
collecting political funs from 
millions 
of 
their 
employes. 
Many of the latter are union 
members as well. In effect, 
many 
are 
checked 
off 
for 
political money directly by the 
United Auto Workers. 
Excitement 
inside industry 
has 
been 
characteristically 
executive-suite, 
low-key 
but 
intense. The Sidney Hillman and 
George Meany type PAC -COPE 
long has 
been the envy of 
American businessmen who up 
until now have been able to 
contribute 
to 
political 
can­ 
didates only by way of intricate 
cost accounting. 
Now m erely by registering 
with the FEC there can be of­ 
ficial corporate political action 
and direct contribution 
to 
political candidates exactly as 
the AFL-CIO’s COPE operates. 
And there even can be a cor­ 
porate em ployes’ contribution 
checkoff in the form of payroll 
deductions put into separate 
trustee bank accounts. During 
political seasons, the employe, 
rank-and-filer or chief executive 
officer can decide to whom the 
political funds shall go. 
There are significant political 
implications here, sufficient to 
change much of our political 
interplay and structure. There 
are, after all, some 30 million 
stockholders, I’m told. This is a 
considerably 
stronger 
and 
bigger force than the entire 
labor movement - if properly 
and imaginatively organized, 
computerized and motivated. 
It all com es on the eve of the 
primaries and the presidential 
campaign year. Little time is 


being wasted by the corporate 
leaders who, after all, made it 
because 
of 
their 
technical, 
financial, 
organizational 
and 
marketing skills. 
There are a- 
bout 100 such corporate PACs 
now awaiting Federal Election 
Commission 
registration 
ap­ 
proval. 


These are big ones, and while 
U.S. 
Steel 
Corporation’s 
Ed 
Speer certainly still will sit and 
rap 
friendly-like with 
United 
Steelworkers of America (AFL- 
CIO) chief I. W. “Abe” Abel, the 
corporate chief executive hasn’t 
lost much time in launching his 
company’s PAC for a coun­ 
terattack on Abel’s COPE. 
Others of Fortune’s “500” are 
General 
Electric, 
American 
Cyanamid, Anaconda, General 
Tel and El, etc. 
Virtually all of the new cor­ 
porate 
PAC 
leaders 
are 
Republicans - but this doesn’t 
positively put a (Jerry) Ford in 
their political future. 


Many will hold back their 
funds. They’re waiting to see 
just how centrist, or in some 
areas, left of center in the form 
of labor-center, President Ford 
swings. There is, for example, 
his once secret promise to the 
AFL-CIO 
Building and 
Con­ 
struction Trades Department 
president Bob Georgine to sign 
the

Labor

obscure Tin Pan Alley rag. 
Out of it all - the clickety- 
clack of iron wheels on endless 
rails, the one-night stands on a 
thousand 
Main 
Streets, 
the 
tense, terse pace of Manhattan 
and its gladiators -- Winchell got 
into his bones an mstinct for the 
rhythm , 
the 
sense of ex­ 
pectancy, the titillations and gut 
interests that moved America 
during the second third of his 
century. 
He carved out for himself a 
beat at which the threads of mass 
interest intersected Broadway, 
Hollywood, Gangland, G-men, 
spies, night club “souse-iety” 
and the emotional fever zones of 
national politics - FDR, anti- 
Hitlerism, anti-communism. 
With a dot, dot, dot to separate 
subjects, be would dash from

Winchell and his era are put in

troduction to the book written by 
the noted newsman and per­ 
sonality, Ernest Cuneo. Win- 
chell's street-educated mind, 
Cuneo says, was narrow but 
almost preternaturally incisive. 
On a chance encounter with 
the British ambassador in the 
days before Munich, WW asked: 
“What is Great Britain going to 
do about Hitler?” 
“ We shall try to fatten the 
tiger 
without 
strengthening 
him,” was the reply, 
Winchell snorted: “ I’ve seen 
some big tigers and some little 
tigers, but I’ve never seen a fat 
one ” His next column capsuled 
the coming world tragedy in two 
Winchellian sentences: “ Britain 
will marry Hitler in the falll. 
The m arriage will blow up in a 
world war.” 
In his heyday, Winchell is said 
to have reached 9 out of 10 
Americans by radio and to have 
had 50 million readers for his 
daily columns His ego exceeded 
even his circulation. 
I was once imprisoned in a 
taxicab for 45 minutes with the 
great man; by the time we got 
out, I was almost asphyxiated 
from the nonstop litany of his 
triumphs over perfidious foes, 
his betrayals at the hands of 
ingrates, 
his 
prodigious 
benefactions to mankind 


In this connection, the town of 
Smithville near Kansas City 
could well be an example. 
Recurring floods in its low-lying 
business and residential sec­ 
tions have caused millions in 
damage. From the standpoint of 
money alone, it could well be 
cheaper to move everything in 
the flood plain to higher ground, 
at government expense, than for 
the government and the tax­

The late Editor, Jack Blanton, 
once suggested that the City of 
Paris, with government aid, 
take over all flood plain areas 
along Payne Branch through the 
center of town, and that along 
Middle Fork, and convert it into 
a municipal park. We didn’t do 
it, largely because of lack of the 
money it would have taken. As a 
result we’ve seen a historyic 
wooden covered bridge and 15 or 
20 homes be lost or damaged by 
floods. It might have been more 
economical if we had adopted 
his plan, and it would certainly 
have added to the attractiveness 
of our town.

Bond, slapping at the Demo­ 
cratic leadership of the legisla­ 
ture, says he does not expect 
much progress on revamping 
the legislature during the up­ 
coming session, 
Speaking 
to 
newsmen 
Wednesday, 
the Reppublican 
governor said he hoped legisla­ 
tive reform would be made an 
issue in next year’s election 
and that finally concrete results 
will be seen in the 1977 legisla­ 
tive session. 
“ There are many things the 
legislature will have to deal 
with,” Bond said. “ But I don’t 
think with the leadership the 
legislature has right now there 
will be any great progress to­ 
ward modernization. They tried 
last year and all they could 
come up with was a pay raise.” 
Bond vetoed that $4,000 a 
year pay hike, citing the failure 
to pass any other changes in 
legislative operations. 
Leaders in both the House 
and the Senate, however, have 
made so-called modernization 
of the legislature a top priority 
for the four-month session that 
will begin Jan. 7. 
Those proposals, in the form 
of constitutional amendments 
that would have to be sub­ 
mitted to the voters if ap­ 


proved, include 10 far several 
measures to reduce the size of 
the House, revamp the meeting 
schedule of the legislature to 
give it more flexibility, provide 
quicker consideration of vetoes 
and allow the legislature to call 
itself into special session. 
On another matter involving 
legislative 
procedure, 
Bond 
said he would strongly oppose a 
constitutional amendment that 
would allow the General As­ 
sembly, on a two-thirds vote, to 
rescind any administrative rule 
without approval of the gover­ 
nor. 
Bond called that measure a 
“ major change in the con­ 
stitutional scheme” of the legis­ 
lative process and said he 
would actively work against 
passage of any proposal that 
would give “ the legislature sole 
power to legislate.” The legisla­ 
ture has the power to enact a 
vetoed bill on a two-thirds vote. 
House leaders have also said 
repeal of th*1 sales tax on 
drugs, which will cost the state 
about $2.5 million in revenue, 
will be a priority measure this 
session, but the governor in­ 
dicated opposition to the meas­ 
ure since it does not contain 
any means of replacing the lost 
revenue. 
Bond also suggested he would 
oppose any bill that proposed to 


eliminate taxes on food and 
drugs at a cost of $140 million a 
year and make up the revenue 
through an increase in other 
taxes, adding that he did not 
expect passage of any tax in­ 
crease measures by the legisla­ 
ture since the leaders have said 
they oppose raising taxes this 
year. Bond has also voiced that 
sentiment. 
Despite opposition to a tax in­ 
crease in an election year, 
Budget Director Mark Edelman 
indicated again that it appears 
3 per cent of the budgets for 
state operations this year will 
be withheld to avoid a deficit. 
He said the revenue estimate 
is not expected to vary sig­ 
nificantly from 
the original 
$1.118 billion, “ but the problem 
we’ll face this year is a whop­ 
ping emergency bill.” He said 
that bill will be about $20 mil­ 
lion and possibly as much as 
$25 million, nearly draining the 
remaining budget reserve.

Bond, slapping at the Demo­ 
cratic leadership of the legisla­ 
ture, says he does not expect 
much progress on revamping 
the legislature during the up­ 
coming session. 
Speaking 
to 
newsmen 
Wednesday, 
the 
Reppublican 
governor said he hoped legisla­ 
tive reform would be made an 
issue in next year’s election 
and that finally concrete results 
will be seen in the 1977 legisla­ 
tive session. 
“ There are many things the 
legislature will have to deal 
with,” Bond said. “ But I don’t 
think with the leadership the 
legislature has right now there 
will be any great progress to­ 
ward modernization. They tried 
last year and all they could 
come up with was a pay raise.” 
Bond vetoed that $4,000 a 
year pay hike, citing the failure 
to pass any other changes in 
legislative operations. 
Leaders in both the House 
and ihe Senate, however, have 
made so-called modernization 
of the legislature a top priority 
for the four-month session that 
will begin Jan. 7. 
Those proposals, in the form 
of constitutional amendments 
that would have to be sub­ 
mitted to the voters if ap­ 


proved, include io far several 
measure! to reduce the size of 
the House, revamp the meeting 
schedule of the legislature to 
give it more flexibility, provide 
quicker consideration of vetoes 
and allow the legislature to call 
itself into special session. 
On another m atter involving 
legislative 
procedure, 
Bond 
said he would strongly oppose a 
constitutional amendment that 
would allow the General As­ 
sembly, on a two-thirds vote, to 
rescind any administrative rule 
without approval of the gover­ 
nor. 
Bond called that measure a 
“major change in the con­ 
stitutional scheme” of the legis­ 
lative process 
and said he 
would actively work against 
passage of any proposal that 
would give “ the legislature sole 
power to legislate.” The legisla­ 
ture has the power to enact a 
vetoed bill on a two-thirds vote. 
House leaders have also said 
repeal of t b ' sales tax on 
drugs, which will cost the state 
about $2.5 million in revenue, 
will be a priority measure this 
session, but the governor in­ 
dicated opposition to the meas­ 
ure since it does not contain 
any means of replacing the lost 
revenue. 
Bond also suggested he would 
oppose any bill that proposed to 


eliminate taxes on food and 
drugs at a cost of $140 million a 
year and make up the revenue 
through an increase in other 
taxes, adding that he did not 
expect passage of any tax in­ 
crease measures by the legisla 
ture since the leaders have said 
they oppose raising taxes this 
year. Bond has also voiced that 
sentiment. 
Despite opposition to a tax in­ 
crease in an election year, 
Budget Director Mark Edelman 
indicated again that it appears 
3 per cent of the budgets for 
state operations this year will 
be withheld to avoid a deficit. 
He said the revenue estimate 
is not expected to vary sig­ 
nificantly 
from 
the original 
$1,118 billion, “ but the problem 
we’ll face this year is a whop­ 
ping emergency bill.” He said 
that bill will be about $20 mil­ 
lion and possibly as much as 
$25 million, nearly draining the 
remaining budget reserve.

“He is not a strict con­ 
structionist” of the Constitution, 
said Jenner, assistant counsel in

Stevens is “not an activist,” 
either.

but grocery prices up 


Despite continued downward trend of wholesale pork prices, the 
Missouri Farm Bureau shoppers' guide reports pork price increases 
at the supermarket across the state. Except for ham, wholesale pork 
was down about 5 cents per pound. Retail pork prices have been 
down for two weeks with price reductions on five cuts of pork 
totaling 45 cents during that time. The turn around this week 
recovered 18 cents of the 45 cents retail pork price drop. Greatest 
increase this week was shared by pork blade roast and center cut 
pork chops, both up 5 cents per pound. 
Wholesale beef prices were slightly higher and retail prices were 
mixed this week. Shoppers report arm roast and T-bone steak up 
slightly. Round steak remained unchanged, while all other cuts- 
blade roast, rib steak, sirloin steak and ground beef-showed a slight 
price decline.

Integrating embroidery 
in home takes planning 


by ELSA WILLIAMS 
It’s natural to want to use your needle artistry to decorate your 
home. But, watch out! — this is sometimes less effective than it 
might be if not worked out beforehand as an integral part of the 
decorative scheme. 
The woman who plans a room in its entirety before buying fur­ 
niture or accessories, will often add her embroidery in a haphazard 
way. She may start with a pillow in which the colors were chosen to 
complement the room, then add a crewel embroidery picture — and 
find that somehow it doesn’t work. 
This is the beginning of a series of compromises: either the subject 
of her embroidery or its color scheme may suit the room, yet the 
finished project looks like an afterthought. It reminds me of a 
woman who’s dissatisfied with her appearance and adds a piece of 
jewelry, a belt or a scarf in a futile effort to improve it. 
You’ll get the most effective results from embroidered accents and 
accessories if you plan from the beginning to integrate them into the 
mood, color scheme and style of your room. The daisy room, one of 
the most admired bedrooms in Homer House, (my school in West 
Townsend, Mass.) is a happy example of how to do this. 
I began with a simple daisy design — from my needle art collec­ 
tion — and made it into a small picture. The same design was 
worked into a border for the mirror over the bureau and used on the 
straps of the luggage rack. I had a tall, square-paneled armoire built 
for one side of the room.

Stitch chain, buttonhole, coral and other sewing stitches should be 
done without a hoop. Keep thread tension even and the linen won't 
pucker.

Integrating embroidery

It’s natural to want to use your needle artistry to decorate your 
home. But, watch out! — this is sometimes less effective than it 
might be if not worked out beforehand as an integral part of the 
decorative scheme. 
The woman who plans a room in its entirety before buying fur­ 
niture or accessories, will often add her embroidery in a haphazard 
way. She may start with a pillow in which the colors were chosen to 
complement the room, then add a crewel embroidery picture — and 
find that somehow it doesn't work 
This is the beginning of a series of compromises: either the subject 
of her embroidery or its color scheme may suit the room, yet the 
finished project looks like an afterthought. It reminds me of a 
woman who’s dissatisfied with her appearance and adds a piece of 
jewelry, a belt or a scarf in a futile effort to improve it. 
You’ll get the most affective results from embroidered accents and 
accessories if you plan from the beginning to integrate them into the 
mood, color scheme and style of your room The daisy room, one of 
the most admired bedrooms in Homer House, (my school in West 
Townsend, M ass.) is a happy example of how to do this 
I began with a simple daisy design — from my needle art collec­ 
tion — and made it into a small picture The same design was 
worked into a border for the mirror over the bureau and used on the 
straps of the luggage rack. I had a tall, square-paneled armoire built 
for one side of the room Each of the squares was filled with the daisy 
done in needlepoint on tan canvas, the bare canvas background 
forming an integral part of its decorative look

The purpsose of a hoop is to keep the linen taut when you do stab 
stitches; i.e. when you stab the needle up and down through the 
fabric. Stitches that are sewed — where, with a single stroke, you 
pass the needle through the fabric and out again, — can’t be well 
done on taut fabric and if the fabrid has to be loose, why use a hoop? 
Stitch chain, buttonhole, coral and other sewing stitches should be 
done without a hoop Keep thread tension even and the linen won’t 
pucker.

Local 282 lists grievances 


CAPE 
GIRARDEAU - A 
group of laborers opposed to 
what they describe as flagrant 
abuses of power by the officers 
of Cape Girardeau Local 282, 
Laborers International Union of 
North America, 
have asked 
international union officials to 
authorize a special election of 
local 
officers, 
according 
to 
published reports. 
The group, which last month 
circulated petitions calling for a 
special election, has obtained 
about 150 signatures of mem­ 
bers of the 480-member union 
and has been meeting weekly at 
Benton to discuss grievances, it 
was learned. 
The meetings have been held 
each Friday night since Oct. 24 
at the American Legion Hall in 
Benton and have been attended 
by 100 to 125 union members 
without local officials present. 
Prior to an Oct. 31 meeting, a 
bomb threat was made, which 
prompted federal agents and 
Scott County sheriff’s deputies 
to search the building prior to 
the meeting and to remain until 
it ended, the reports said. 
No bomb was found. 
Extensive 
interviews 
with 
members of the union indicate 
that Local 282 president Fred D. 
“Nook” Kelley and secretary- 
treasurer Paul P. Menz for 
several years have used their 
positions abusively. 
Among the abuses cited by 
union members were: 
—Frequent 
displays 
of 
favoritism toward members by— 
the two union officials. These 
included 
failure 
to follow 
rotating schedules of out-of- 
work laborers by assigning work 
to 
K elley’s 
relatives 
and 
nonunion friends and to mem-— 
bers in return for personal 
favors such as working without 
pay in Kelly’s peach orchard 
and helping him build a new 
home. 


—Authorizing 
raises 
for 
themselves of as much as $100 
per week without a vote of the 
rank-and-file 
members, 
en­ 
tering the action in the minutes 
erroneously. 
—Establishment of a special 
$2 per week per man political, 
education, welfare and charity 
fund 
which 
was completely 
controlled by Kelly and no ac­ 
counting made of the funds, 
which should have amounted at 
one time to about $30,000. 
—Requiring 
members 
to 
donate one day’s wages to this 
year’s United Way campaign, 
with threats of being taken off 
jobs for refusal to donate. 
The allegations were made 
during 
interviews with Jim 
Bollinger, a laborer who admits 
to 
being 
formerly closely 
associated 
with 
Kelley 
and 
Menz; Joe Sachse, who was one 
of three laborers whose truck 
was fired upon here Oct. 23, 
allegedly by Kelly and laborers 
Bobby Jackman and Bill Miller. 
Bollinger said his name was 
entered into the minutes of a 
meeting as making a motion to 
give Kelley and Menz raises. He 
said he did not attend such a 
meeting because no meeting 
was held. 
Sachse said he was with 
Kelley and a nephew of Kelley’s 
when Kelley, speaking into a tape 
recorder microphone, dictated 
“minutes” of a meeting which 
was not held. 
Sachse said he heard Kelley 
-say 
he 
and 
Menz 
w ere— 
authorized $100 per week raises, 
two weeks vacation pay for the 
Christmas holidays, and two 
weeks severance pay. 
Bollinger and Sachse said they 
.began a campaign two years ago. 
to call a special election and 
were behind the circulation of 
the petitions which led to the 
shooting here and an assault a 
day later in New Madrid County. 


Bollinger said he is in contact 
with 
officials 
of

terna tionalunion and has asked 
that 
it authorize a special 
election 
prior 
to 
the 
next 
scheduled election of officers in 
May. 
ITie laborers denied that there 
was any attempt by members to 
gain control of the union, but 
that an election open to anyone 
who wants to run is being 
requested to get an honest and 
fair union. 
‘‘This

struggle,” said Bollinger. “All 
we want to do is clean up this 
union. We want a fair and honest 
union without all the damn 
illegal crap that’s been going 
on.”

Kelley and Menz, along with 
laborers John Cason and Robert 
Worthy, are under federal grand 
jury indictments for conspiring 
against and interfering with 
union members in their attempt 
to call a new election. Conviction 
would mean Kelley and Menz 
could no longer hold office in the 
union. 
The laborers said other 
members who were behind the

petitions were Owen Innis and 
Dallas Dover - the other two 
members who

truck when K elley- 
allegedly fired at them from the 
local’s automobile driven by 
Menz — and Ronald Garner, 
Raymond Dunn, Jackman and 
Miller. 
They 
said Jackman and 
Bollinger plan to run for office in 
the union. 
Bollinger said he prepared the 
petition on Oct. 18, and Sachse 
said he picked up copies of the 


petition that night at Bollinger’s 
house. He said he gave 10 copies 
to Innis and Dover. Miller got 
five copies from Innis and Dover 
gave copies to Bill Stroup and 
Garner. 
Bollinger said the laborers 
began circulating the petitions 
Oct.

CAPE

group of laborers opposed to 
what they describe as flagrant 
abuses of power by the officers 
of Cape Girardeau Local 282, 
Laborers International Union of 
North America, 
have asked 
international union officials to 
authorize a special election of

published reports. 
The group, which last month 
circulated petitions calling for a 
special election, has obtained 
about 150 signatures of mem­ 
bers of the 480-member union 
and has been meeting weekly at 
Benton to discuss grievances, it 
was learned. 
The meetings have been held 
each Friday night since Oct. 24 
at the American Legion Hall in 
Benton and have been attended 
by 100 to 125 union members 
without local officials present. 
Prior to an Oct. 31 meeting, a 
bomb threat was made, which 
prompted federal agents and 
Scott County sheriff’s deputies 
to search the building prior to 
the meeting and to remain until 
it ended, the reports said. 
No bomb was found. 
Extensive 
interviews 
with 
members of the union indicate 
that Local 282 president Fred D. 
“ Nook” Kelley and secretary- 
treasurer Paul P. Menz for 
several years have used their 
positions abusively. 
Among the abuses cited by 
union members were:

the two union officials. These 
included 
failure 
to follow 
rotating schedules of out-of- 
work laborers by assigning work

‘‘They’re both scared, and 
they’re planting these rumors,” 
he said, adding: 
‘‘Am I getting out of the race? 
I was out for two hours today 
shaking hands at a plant out on 
Olive Street road. Does that 
sound like I plan to quit? 
“ They’re running scared, and 
I ’m out shaking hands and 
winning 
votes,” 
the 
former 
governor said. 
“ This is the 
lowest type of politics.” 
Hearnes had undergone a 
lengthy investigation by federal 
authorities 
in 
Kansas 
City 
concerning his finances while he 


served a governor from 1965 to 
1973. 
Recent polls taken for the 
Globe-Democrat showed he was 
running behind Symington and 
Litton. 
But Hearnes said he was an 
underdog in 1960 when he ran for 
secretary of state and in 1964 
when he sought his first term as 
governor.

New York banks 
lose more than city

W ASHINGTON — (N E A ) — A great deal of misinformation 
is abroad about New York C ity’s plight and the effects of a 
U.S. government refusal to bail the city out. 
One thing remains clear. Regardless of federal aid and 
guarantees, unless Washington intends to permanently sub­ 
sidize the city, New York must, in the end raise taxes sharply 
or cut back selectively — but drastically — on services, 
salaries, employment and possibly pensions. A one-shot 
federal assistance and guarantee w ill not change that require­ 
ment. At most, it w ill postpone the hard decisions. 
As most of us know from experience, when a rough decision 
must be made, it is better it be made quickly. This argues in 
favor of city action, down to the quick, and then consideration 
of federal action — not the reverse. 
The argument over whether New York should go into 
bankruptcy or not has, in the main, nothing to do with what 
services w ill be continued and what ones eliminated. As noted 
above, those nasty decisions must be made in any event. 
The argument for bankruptcy is, simply, that the men who 
run New York City won’t realistically face up to their 
problems so long as temporary relief is in sight. 
The plain and simple fact is that it w ill help not the people of 
New York City but the shareholders of those banks which have 
invested heavily in New York City bonds. This assumes that 
interest payments on the investments w ill continue, but that 
there w ill be a moratorium on redemptions. 
Six major New York banks alone hold more than a billion 
dollars worth of the bonds. They also hold two-thirds of a 
billion dollars in Big MAC debts. 
The problem is complicated because these same banks hold 
more than $400 million of W.T. Grant paper and have been 
hurt by the failure of that large retail chain. 
They have also been-hit by the series of catastrophes 
mainly over-expansion, overspeculation and sloppy financial 
practices — which have driven some m ajor real estate invest­ 
ment trust values down to a small fraction of their paper 
worth a few years back. These same half dozen New York 
banks have almost $3.5 million in this paper. 
All this adds up to almost $5.5 billion in questionable loans, 
no small amount, however it’s figured. 
That $5.5 billion total is equivalent to 4.1 per cent of the 
current average deposits of these banks. Writing down of 
these securities is a blow to bank shareholders, at least until 
New York City recovers its viability. But it by no means 
should cause these banks to fold or to default on their 
obligations. 
Banks throughout the country have likewise been hit by the 
bursting of the real estate investment trust and other land 
speculation bubbles. Many have been taking more chances 
than their depositors realize. Numbers of bank managers are 
now hoping housing and real estate w ill recover in time to 
keep shareholders from climbing down their throats. But non- 
New York bank holdings of New York City obligations are 
likely to be much less percentagewise than the holdings of the 
major New York banks. 
TTie hardship on bank shareholders should not be minimized. 
But the effect on depositors should be negligible. Assuming 
that in the long run the New York City bonds w ill regain their 
value, the banking problem lies less in the New York fumbling 
and more in the realm of their un 
e real estate and other 
long-shot private loans.

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Underwater shots purportedly 
show closeup Loch Ness monster 


CONCORD, N.H. (A P) - A 
researcher has shown a photo­ 
graphic slide of a rust-colored 
object purported to be the leg­ 
endary Loch Ness monster. The 
object appeared to have two 
front appendages, a long neck 
and a head. 
The slide showing was the 
latest in a series of revelations 
both in the United States and 


Great Britain in recent weeks 
concerning a group of pictures 
taken underwater by an Ameri­ 
can photographic 
team 
last 
June at Loch Ness in Scotland. 
The team was headed by Bos­ 
ton 
patent 
attorney 
Robert 
Rines, who is also dean at the 
Franklin Pierce Law Center in 
Concord. He showed the slide to 
a group of about 50 students 


and friends Wednesday night. 
The slide depicted an object 
with distinct features, including 
the frontal appendages, a trunk 
Rines said was 12 feet broad 
and a neck Rines said was 8 to 
10 feet long. 
“ We think it will electrify the 
world,” Rines said. 
He said there were other, 
clearer photographs, some of 


which were shot at the consid­ 
erably closer range of 4 feet. 
He said the monster was “ look­ 
ing right at us with its mouth 
open.” 
Rines showed the slide in 
Concord two days after an an­ 
nouncement was made in Lon­ 
don that a scientific symposium 
scheduled for Dec. 9 and 10 to 
see Rines’ pictures was can­ 


celed because of what the spon­ 
sors called excessive publicity 
in Britain. 
First word of Rines’ 
dis­ 
covery and photos came on 
Nov. 22 in a copyright story in 
the Boston Globe. Since then, a 
number of scientists who have 
seen one or more of the pic­ 
tures, have commented publi­ 
cly. Most have praised the clar­ 


ity of the pictures. 
Wednesday night’s showing of 
one of the slides was the first 
to a lay audience. Rines said 
the slide was taken by an un­ 
derwater camera at a depth of 
45 feet with a strobe light.

Jerry 
Litton of Chillicothe. 
‘‘They’re both scared, and 
they’re planting these rumors,” 
he said, adding: 
“ Am I getting out of the race? 
I was out for two hours today 
shaking hands at a plant out on 
Olive Street road. Does that 
sound like I plan to quit? 
‘‘They’re running scared, and 
I’m out shaking hands and 
winning votes,” 
the former 
governor said. ‘‘This is the 
lowest type of politics.” 
Hearnes had undergone a 
lengthy investigation by federal 
authorities 
in 
Kansas 
City 
concerning his finances while he 


served a governor from 1965 to 
1973. 
Recent polls taken for the 
Globe-Democrat showed he was 
running behind Symington and 
Litton. 
But Hearnes said he was an 
underdog in 1960 when he ran for 
secretary of state and in 1964 
when he sought his first term as 
governor. 


‘‘They had me counted 
out 
then, but I didn’t quit, and my 
opponents ended up eating crow. 
All these rumors, polls and 
investigations do is make the 
Hearnes supporters work a little 
harder,” he said.

New York banks 
lose more than city

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) — A great deal of misinformation 
is abroad about New York City’s plight and the effects of a 
U.S. government refusal to bail the city out. 
One thing remains clear. Regardless of federal aid and 
guarantees, unless Washington intends to permanently sub­ 
sidize the city, New York must, in the end raise taxes sharply 
or cut back selectively — but drastically — on services, 
salaries, employment and possibly pensions. A one-shot 
federal assistance and guarantee will not change that require­ 
ment At most, it will postpone the hard decisions. 
As most of us know from experience, when a rough decision 
must be made, it is better it be made quickly. This argues in 
favor of city action, down to the quick, and then consideration 
of federal action — not the reverse 
The argument over whether New York should go into 
bankruptcy or not has, in the main, nothing to do with what 
services will be continued and what ones eliminated As noted 
above, those nasty decisions must be made in any event 
The argument for bankruptcy is, simply, that the men who 
run New York City won’t realistically face up to their 
problems so long as temporary relief is in sight. 
The plain and simple fact is that it will help not the people of 
New York City but the shareholders of those banks which have 
invested heavily in New York City bonds. This assumes that 
interest payments on the investments will continue, but that 
there will be a moratorium on redemptions 
Six major New York banks alone hold more than a billion 
dollars worth of the bonds. They also hold two-thirds of a 
billion dollars in Big MAC debts. 
The problem is complicated because these same banks hold 
more than $400 million of W T. Grant paper and have been 
hurt by the failure of that large retail chain. 
They have also been hit by the series of catastrophes 
mainly over-expansion, overspeculation and sloppy financial 
practices — which have driven some major real estate invest­ 
ment trust values down to a small fraction of their paper 
worth a few years back These same half dozen New York 
banks have almost $3 5 million in this paper 
All this adds up to almost $5 5 billion in questionable loans, 
no small amount, however it’s figured 
That $5 5 billion total is equivalent to 4 1 per cent of the 
current average deposits of these banks Writing down of 
these securities is a blow to bank shareholders, at least until 
New York City recovers its viability But it by no means 
should cause these banks to fold or to default on their 
obligations 
Banks throughout the country have likewise been hit by the 
bursting of the real estate investment trust and other land 
speculation bubbles Many have been taking more chances 
than their depositors realize Numbers of bank managers are 
now hoping housing and real estate will recover in time to 
keep shareholders from climbing down their throats But non- 
New York bank holdings of New York City obligations are 
likely to be much less percentagewise than the holdings of the 
major New York banks 
T7ie hardship on bank shareholders should not be minimized 
But the effect on depositors should be negligible. Assuming 
that in the long run the New York City bonds will regain their 
value, the banking problem lies less in the New York fumbling 
and more m the realm of their un 
e real estate and other 
lon^-shot private loans

No more cowboys, 
Indians and trees 
By Tom Tiede 
WASHINGTON — (NEA) — From the time Pilgrim officers 
issued shoot-to-kill orders as a means of defending settlement 
larders from thievery, Americans have waged a vigorous and 
at the same time ineffective campaign against crime. Harsh 
punishments have not worked, dreadful penal conditions have 
been no deterrence, and more recent investments in a humane 
approach have failed as well. 
Today the United States employs many of the most brutal 
law enforcement activities in the world, and also many of the 
most philosophically enlightened, yet according to poll 
measurements perhaps one of four adult Americans is at­ 
tacked by thuggery in any given annum. 
So baffling has the dilemma become, actually, that increas­ 
ing numbers of citizens and authorities are trending toward an 
accommodation with rather than an ultimate solution to 
crime. 
Noting that law enforcement agencies now clear by arrest 
only about 20 per cent of known crimes, and perhaps less than 
5 per cent of actual crimes, Boston Police Commissioner 
Robert DiGrazia says flatly that cops “cannot eliminate or 
reduce crime, that’s something beyond our capabilities. ” 
Police might do it, DiGrazia allows, but only under conditions 
clearly unacceptable in a democracy: Police state authority. 
Ominously, even though unacceptable the police state condi­ 
tion is not altogether an impossibility. Conceding to necessi­ 
ty, that is in the name of personal safety, crime-buffeted 
Americans have already accepted numerous limits on their 
public freedoms. Surveys indicate nearly half the people in the 
nation are afraid to walk in their neighborhoods at night. Most 
communities statutorily forbid activities once considered 
routine: leaving keys in automobiles, for example. 
Such curbs are undeniably the better part of wisdom, but 
their implication is ugly. It is a short way from a shakedown of 
passengers boarding a plane to, say, police frisks at inter­ 
sections, or at the entrances to theaters, or in the checkout 
line at the grocers. 
All of this, at best, leaves the citizen between the rock and 
the hard place. But perhaps there still is an alternative. The 
FBI is beginning what spokesmen say is a wide and 
enthusiastic exploration of what may be the last opportunity 
for citizens who want neither to live in a police or a criminal 
state. That opportunity is personal involvement. Police alone 
can’t democratically defeat crime, says FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley, but a cop-citizen alliance may: 
“We are asking citizens to stop taking the easy way out, to 
stop tolerating crime because to resist it involves personal 
sacrifice Every American must resist crime as we resist 
other perils common to mankind.’’ 
The Bureau’s hopes to this end are apparently high. They 
also are somewhat revolutionary, admitting as they do the 
long-neglected truth that citizens not only have a responsibili­ 
ty toward domestic peace but a right to that responsibility. 
Americans have not taken “the easy way out” of crime by 
choice, but because police have elbowed them out. Woe be the 
bystander who involves himself in law enforcement; neither 
the cops nor the courts have appreciated his good citizenship. 
Now, says the FBI, the citizen’s worth is being recognized 
anew. And the Bureau will court his assistance through a 
“massive” education program called “Crime Resistance.” 
Says a spokesman: “Our purpose is to teach people some­ 
thing about crime besides fear.” Essentially the idea is to 
enlist from the population millions of part-time police, legions 
of a kind of home guard. “ For too long crime has been a game 
of cowboys and Indians, with people playing the part of the 
trees.” 
What does the FBI expect from us? Cooperation and com­ 
mon sense mostly. Who has the responsibility for closing the 
garage door in your home? But beyond this, the Bureau wants 
America thinking about crime in terms of initiative — cring­ 
ing helps no one but the thug. 
Some years ago during a hotel fire in Atlanta, a trapped man 
decided he could not open his door because poisonous gas was 
in the hall, and he could not jump out the window because he 
was up too high. He did nothing, and died when gas fumes 
came in under the door Another trapped man, however, simp­ 
ly stuffed towels in his door to keep out the gas and waited for 
the fireman’s ladder. There are, you see, alternatives

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - From the tim e Pilgrim officers 
issued shoot-to-kill orders as a m eans of defending settlem ent 
larders from thievery. Americans have waged a vigorous and 
at the sam e tim e ineffective cam paign against crim e Harsh 
punishm ents have not worked, dreadful penal conditions have 
been no deterrence, and m ore recent investm ents in a humane 
approach have failed as well 
Today the United States employs many of the m ost brutal 
law enforcem ent activities in the world, and also many of the 
m ost philosophically enlightened, yet according to poll 
m easurem ents perhaps one of four adult Am ericans is a t­ 
tacked by thuggery in any given annum 
So baffling has the dilem m a become, actually, that increas­ 
ing num bers of citizens and authorities are trending toward an 
accom m odation with rath er than an ultim ate solution to 
crim e. 
Noting that law enforcem ent agencies now clear by arrest 
only about 20 per cent of known crim es, and perhaps less than 
5 per cent of actual crim es, Boston Police Commissioner 
R obert DiGrazia says flatly that cops ‘‘cannot elim inate or 
reduce crim e, th at's som ething beyond our capabilities ” 
Police might do it, DiGrazia allows, but only under conditions 
clearly unacceptable in a dem ocracy: Police state authority. 
Ominously, even though unacceptable the police state condi­ 
tion is not altogether an impossibility. Conceding to necessi­ 
ty, that is in the nam e of personal safety, crim e-buffeted 
Americans have already accepted num erous lim its on their 
public freedom s Surveys indicate nearly half the people in the 
nation are afraid to walk in their neighborhoods at night. Most 
com m unities statutorily forbid activities once considered 
routine: leaving keys in automobiles, for exam ple. 
Such curbs are undeniably the better part of wisdom, but 
their im plication is ugly. It is a short way from a shakedown of 
passengers boarding a plane to, say, police frisks at inter­ 
sections, or at the entrances to theaters, or in the checkout 
line at the grocers 
All of this, at best, leaves the citizen between the rock and 
the hard place But perhaps there still is an alternative The 
FBI

for citizens who want neither to live in a police or a crim inal 
state That opportunity is personal involvement Police alone 
can t dem ocratically defeat crim e, 
says FBI D irector

“ We are asking citizens to stop taking the easy way out, to 
stop tolerating crim e because to resist it involves personal 
sacrifice Every Am erican m ust resist crim e as we resist 
other penis common to mankind ’ 
The B ureau's hopes to this end are apparently high. They 
also are som ewhat revolutionary, adm itting as they do the 
long-neglected truth that citizens not only have a responsibili­ 
ty toward dom estic peace but a right to that responsibility, 
A m ericans have not taken “ the easy way out" of crim e by 
choice, but because police have elbowed them out Woe be the 
bystander who involves himself in law enforcem ent; neither 
the cops nor the courts have appreciated his good citizenship 
Now, says the FBI, the citizen's worth is being recognized 
anew 
And the Bureau will court his assistance through a 
“ m assive" education program called "C rim e R esistance." 
Says a spokesman 
“ Our purpose is to teach people some

Essentially the idea is to

WASHINGTON, D.C. (Lib­

The James Madison Library

WW II.

On Dec. 7,1941, the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor. James 
Jones was there. A soldier, 
Jones and his fellow troopers 
were in the m ess tent looking 
forward to the extra half-pint of 
milk the Army issued at Sun­ 
day breakfast, when the attack 
began. 
“ I remember thinking with a 
sense of the profoundest awe,” 
Jones writes in ‘‘WW II,” “that 
none of our lives would ever be 
the same, that a social, even a 
cultural watershed had been 
crossed which we could never 
go back over, and I wondered 
how many of us would survive 
to see the end results. I won­ 
dered if I would. I had just 
turned 20, the month before.” 
Jones did return, of course, 
and wrote his powerful novel of 
Army 
life, 
“From 
Here 
to 
Eternity,” but not before he 
took part in some vicious bat­ 
tles, was wounded, and three 
and a half years had passed. 
“WW II” is Jones’ highly per­ 
sonal account of what it was 
like for the young men who 
fought at the various fronts in 
World War II. Looking back 
over the years to that bloody 


time of his youth, Jones recalls 
himself as an infantryman who 
“went where I was told to go, 
and did what I was told to do, 
but no more. I was scared . . . 
just about all the tim e.” 
While Jones is at his very 
best when he writes of the bat­ 
tles in the Pacific, some of

doesn’t do quite as well in tell­ 
ing of the American war effort 
in

while these sections lack the 
immediacy, the “I was there” 
feeling Jones puts into his Pa­ 
cific chronicles they are still 
very good, capturing the hor­ 
rors-of-war tone that permeates 
so much of this powerful book. 


Complementing Jones’ mov­ 
ing text are dozens of black 
and white and color drawings 
made during the war by such 
battlefield artists as Tom Lea 
and Howard Brodie. There is 
also a generous selection of the

Koen, assistant pastor of a mis­ 
sionary Baptist church and ex- 
ectuive director of the United 
Front, campaigned for equal 
job opportunities and directed a 
boycott of white merchants un­ 
til they cooperated. 
A Senate committee Monday 
released details of letters, sent 
with Hoover’s approval, that al­ 
leged Koen had cheated on his 
wife. His wife received one of 
the letters. It was written as if 
it had come from within the 
civil rights movement, Koen 
said. 
“I think Hoover was a victim 
of his own hate turned in­ 
wardly,” Koen said today in a 
telephone interview. “ From the 
things he did in term s of Dr. 
King’s situation and the dirty 
tricks that he did, for one man 
to be calling the shots, there 
was a hate there that eventual­ 
ly turned inwardly. 
“It would turn inwardly to 
destroy the person and then de­ 
stroy the fabric of our society.” 
Hoover also approved a poi­ 
son pen campaign against slain 
civil rights leader Dr. Martin 
Luther King. 
Rev. Koen, who learned of 
the source of the letters last 
month from a Senate aide, is 
trying to arrange a Washington 
audience with the FBI Director 
Clarence Kelly. Koen said he

ducted. An interracial, inter­ 
denominational group of fellow 
ministers is to accompany him.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ne­ 
gotiators reached a tentative 
settlement today averting a 
strike 
threatened 
by 70,000 
members of shopcraft unions 
that would have closed down 
virtually all of the nation’s rail­ 
roads. 
The agreement came after 
the unions postponed a sched­ 
uled 6 a.m. 
walkout which 
would have stranded thousands 
of commuters and long-distance 
travelers and halted rail freight 
deliveries. 
The postponement followed 
tentative agreement on two key 
issues. Negotiators continued 
talks on several others, ulti­ 
mately reaching a tentative set­ 
tlement at late morning. 
A formal announcement was 
expected before noon. 
The announcement was to be 
made by Chief federal mediator 
W.J. Usery. 
The key issue in the dispute 
was the subcontracting of work 
to outsid companies, but there 
were four other issues dealing 
with union work rules that had 
stalled the talks. 
These involved job protection 
rights of workers, the handling 
of 
wrecker 
services, 
a 
mortoriurn on calling strikes 
because of local issues and 
problems dealing with air-hose 
coupling, air brake inspection 
and testing work. 
Under the tentative settle­ 
ment, the railroads agreed to 
give mechanics an additional 


three cents an hour increase ef­ 
fective January 1978 to catch 
up with railway signalmen. 
Also, the railroads agreed not 
to contract work to outside 
firms on parts which are manu­ 
factured in the railroads’ own 
shops. 
Usery had said he was hope­ 
ful for a quick settlement and 
told reporters just after the 
strike deadline, “ It looks as if 
we came a long way tonight.” 
As he shuttled between suites 
where negotiations were taking 
place, Usery said he had been 
assured “ by the unions, they 
will continue to bargain.”

In the report, Lehr noted 
some ineligible persons may 
have collected benefits under 
the plan because of inadequate 
procedures for monitoring dis­ 
bursements. 
Concerning 
the 
IRS chal­ 
lenge, Charles Valier, legal as­ 
sistant to Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond who has attended meet­ 
ings with the IRS on the issue, 
said he believes there is little 
chance the IRS will try to sue 
the state for taxes on income 
frmm investment of the fund. 
The IRS raised the question 
after an audit of the fund for 
the year ending in June 1973, 
challenging the fact that state 
law allows legislators, who are 
members of the plan, higher 
benefits than those paid to oth­ 
er state workers. Federal offi­ 
cials suggested such provisions 
violate an IRS regulation pro­ 
hibiting discrimination in bene­ 
fits to persons covered by the 
same tax exempt plan.

Since the IRS originally is­ 
sued the threat to tax the fund, 
which covers 36,000 state work­ 
ers, the state has challenged 
any attempt to levy a tax on 
the grounds that Missouri as a 
sovereign state is not subject to 
a tax. That specific question is 
presently under review.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ne­ 
gotiators reached a tentative 
settlement 
today averting a 
strike 
threatened

members of shopcraft unions 
that would have closed down 
virtually all of the nation’s rail­ 
roads. 
The agreement came after 
the unions postponed a sched­ 
uled 6 a.m. 
walkout 
which 
would have stranded thousands 
of commuters and long-distance 
travelers and halted rail freight 
deliveries. 
The postponement followed 
tentative agreement on two key 
issues. 
Negotiators continued 
talks on several others, ulti­ 
mately reaching a tentative set­ 
tlement at late morning 
A formal announcement was 
expected before noon 
The announcement was to be 
made by Chief federal mediator 
W.J. Usery. 
The key issue in the dispute 
was the subcontracting of work 
to outsid companies, but there 
were four other issues dealing 
w ith union work rules that had 
stalled the talks. 
These involved job protection 
rights of workers, the handling 
of 
w recker 
services, 
a 
mortorium on calling strikes 
because of local issues and 
problems dealing with air-hose 
coupling, air brake inspection 
and testing work. 
Under the tentative settle­ 
ment, the railroads agreed to 
give mechanics an additional 


three cents an hour increase ef­ 
fective January 1978 to catch 
up 
with 
railway 
signalmen. 
Also, the railroads agreed not 
to contract 
work to outside 
firms on parts which are manu­ 
factured in the railroads' own 
shops. 
Usery had said he was hope­ 
ful fo r a quick settlement and 
told reporters just after the 
strike deadline, “ It looks as if 
we came a long way tonight.” 
As he shuttled between suites 
where negotiations were taking 
place, Usery said he had been 
assured “by the unions, they 
will continue to bargain.” 
Following an all-night bar­ 
gaining session, a union spokes­ 
man said simply, “no strike 
has been authorized and nego­ 
tiations are continuing.”

Lehr made the comment in 
his introductory statement to 
audit reports released Wednes­ 
day covering the five years 
through last June of the sys­ 
tems operations. He said the fi­ 
nancial statements he provided 
in the audit are subject to the 
determinationnof tne exemption 
matter by the federal Internal 
Revenue Service. 
In the report, Lehr noted 
some ineligible persons may 
have collected benefits under 
the plan because of inadequate 
procedures for monitoring dis­ 
bursements. 
Concerning 
the 
IRS 
chal­ 
lenge, Charles Valier, legal as­ 
sistant to Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond who has attended meet­ 
ings with the IRS on the issue, 
said he believes there is little 
chance the IRS will try to sue 
the state for taxes on income 
frmm investment of the fund. 
The IRS raised the question 
after an audit of the fund for 
the year ending in June 1973, 
challenging the fact that state 
law allows legislators, who are 
members of the plan, higher 
benefits than those paid to oth­ 
er state workers. Federal offi­ 
cials suggested such provisions 
violate an IRS regulation pro­ 
hibiting discrimination in bene­ 
fits to persons covered by the 
sam e tax exempt plan. Back 
taxes on the fund’s investment 
income have been estivated at 
$15 million. 
But Valier said IRS officials 
indicated 
at 
a 
Washington 
meeting on the question in Sep­ 
tember that the state would 
probably not be sued for taxes 
on the income. No attempt to 
collect 
any 
taxes 
has been 
made. 
“They also said it’s not un­ 
usual for it to take seven years 
to resolve such a matter,” Va­ 
lier added 
Since the IRS originally is­ 
sued the threat to tax the fund, 
which covers 36,000 state work­ 
ers, the state has challenged 
any attempt to levy a tax on 
the grounds that Missouri as a 
sovereign state is not subject to 
a tax. That specific question is 
presently under review. 
Last session, the legislature 
passed a bill that completely 
removed the legislative pension 
system 
from 
the retirement 
fund, but Bond vetoed it be­ 


cause it included a 25 per cent 
increase in legislative pension. 
Removal of the lawmakers 
from the plan apparently would 
have resolved the IRS questions 
concerning 
benefit 
d is­ 
crimination. 
Sen. Maurice Schechter, D- 
Creve Coeur, who sponsored 
the unsuccessful 1975 pension 
bill, has already pre-filed a 
measure for consideration in 
the 1976 session which would 
remove 
the 
legislature 
the 
elected state officials from the 
plan but does not include a hike 
in the basic benefit formula for 
lawmakers. 
It would, however, raise the 
maximum montyly benefit for 
lawmakers from $469 to $525,
